the  action  of  the  Electoral  Coaimission  in  the 
Louisiana  case  was  hardly  ^o  judicial  and  states- 
nan-like  as  it  seemed.  Hj  thinks  there  was 
"Iwiiious  ci  rruption"  on  the  one  side,  and  "hor- 
rible cruelty"  on  the  other.  He  can't  tell  which 
was  worse,  ide  admits  that,  according  to  a  "clear 
principle  of  the  Constitution,"  which  "in  its  general 
application  is  as  wise  as  it  is  clear,"  the  detiffion 
of  the  Commission  accepting  the  electoral  return- 
for  Haves  and  Wheeler  was  correct.  Stiil,  he  is 
fearful  lest  the  summunjus  may  somehow  become 
nummainjuria.  Pausing  dubiously  before  a  num- 
ber of  "  whatifs,"  wi  h  an  allusion  to  the  "pound 
of  flesh  "  and  the  "drop  of  blood,"  he  turns  away 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  State  should  have  been 
either  counted  against  the  Republicans,  or  else  not 
counted  at  all,  whicn  would  in  this  case  have 
amounted  to  the  same  thing.  The  expeiience  of  the 
judge  who,  when  mly  one  side  had  been  argufd, 
felt  that  it  was  easy  enough  to  decide  the  question, 
but  who,  after  hearing  both  sides,  found  hin  srlt'  at 
his  wit's  end,  seems  to  have  been  paralelled.  For, 
if  the  verdict  of  the  Cuiamission  in  the  Louisiana 
case  was  clearly  in  accordance  with  the  wise  pro- 
visions of  the  Constitution;  and  the  "  horrible 
cruelties"  of  the  systematic  scheme  of  iniiiiiidation 
is  so  certainly  proved;  audit  is  morally  certain  to 
have  had  immense  influx  nee  upon  the  colored  vote 
.in  several  of  the  other  Statesdoes  Mr.  S  elye  meaii 
to  affirm  that;  the  summumjus  of  Mr.  Hayes's  de- 
clared election  implies  a  *wmwia  injuria  to  eiiher 
the  Constitution,  the  State  of  Loui.iana,  the  South, 
or  the  country  at  large?  From  his  own  premises  his 
conclusion  seems  to  us  inconscquentiai  So  far  as 
his  speech  contained  a  righteously  indijinant 
protest  against  po  itical  frauds  and  [  olitical  cruel- 
ties, it  was  grand, and vherefore  wunhy  of  himself. 


We  have  just  recieved  a  letter  from  a  fiiend  in 
Texas,  whom  we  have  known  for  the  past  five 
years,  detailing  some  of  the  "horrible  cruelties," 
as  Pi  of.  Seelye  teims  it,  which  have  been  practice  J 
upon  himself.  This  man,  with  the  motives  of  the 
puiest  philanthn  py,  left  his  home  in  England  on 
purpose  to  come  ovei-  here  and  take  his  part  in 
giving  to  the  poor  freedmen  of  the  South  the  ad- 
vantages of  Christian  educat.on.  He  went  with 
his  Wife,  to  a  town  in  Texas.  Without  meddling 
in  any  tfficious  way  with  political  ati'airri,  he  gave 
himself  earnestly  to  the  work  of  buildiiig  up  a 
school  for  the  colored  people.  But  his  errand 
was  taken  as  a  rebuke,  and  his  presence  an  offense 
to  the  whites  in  that  region.  For  several  years 
they  persistently  treated  him  with  all  manner  f>l 
indignities,  th'-^-'teno'^  '  ' 

his  wife  into  insanity  and  invalidism,  and  while 
he  lay  suffering  from  his  wounds,  set  fire  to  his 
house,  a  few  days  since,  and  burned  it  with  all  his 
possessions.  Another  l^tte^  from  New  Orleans, 
from  Secretary  Powell,  of  the  American  Missionary 
Association,  informs  us  that  just  before  reaching 
that  city,  two  weeks  ago,  the  buildings  of  Straight 
University,  founded  by  the  Association,  had  also 
been  set  fire  to  by  incendiaries  and  consumed. 
The  noble  school  buildings  owned  by  the  same 
Missionary  Association  in  Macon,  Ga.,  and  Mobile,  , 
Ala.,  were  similarly  destroyed  some  time  since. 
These  and  such  like  occurences  do  not,  indeed, 
prove  that  all  our  white  brethren  in  the  South  are 
animated  by  feelings  of  malign  hostility  to  the 
colored  people  or  to  those  who  ^  j  from  the  North 
to  help  educate  them;  but  they  are  quite  sufficient 
to  show  the  need  of  retaining  in  the  national  gov- 
ernment some  kind  of  "supreme  right"  competent 
to  defend  the  hapless  and  helpless  children  of 
slavery  from  the  "supreme  injury"  of  this  kind. 
The  Government  cannot  educate  them;  but  the 
Government  should  show  itself  competent,  and  in 
the  last  resort,  disposed  at  least  to  protect  them.
